What War Has Taught. 


The war had taught Canadians par- 
tieularly to think in terms of what 
they have and havine made the dis- 
covery to prepare their use toward a 
proper develupment, he told his audi- 
ence. Superfiicial conditions of the 
past had been forved to give way to 
a etudy of basic possibilities, only by 
the development of which could con- 
tinual growth and prosperity be fost- 
ered. 

Comparing Canada with other parts 
wort4, Dr. Tory remarked the climate 
of this country had always played an 
important part. There were certain | 
regions today where it was imposs’‘ble , 
for white men tq live and raise fam- | 
flies. For instance, a white man! 
could not be found doing an ordinary 
individual's work in India. And until | 
the time came wien.a white man 
coulM accomplish such, it wag impos- 
sible for India to become a white! 
man's country. 


In addition to elimate, another {m- 
portant factor toward aécountry’s per- | 
manent growth was its possibilities for | 
continued agricultural production, | 
this in order to make tt self-support- 
tng. It was !mpossible to build up a4 
permanent community unilegs agr'cul- 
ture be fundamental. On mining in- 
dustry alone, permanence was also 
{mpossible for the reason that mines, | 
sooner or later, would run out with | 
the consequent removal of the inhab- 
itants to other sections. 

It wus, therefore necessary that a 
white man have both climate and the 
possibilities for agricultural produc- 
tion as a bass, 


Tinancial Obtigations. 

Dr. Tory before making furtier 
comparisons dealt with the great fin- 
ancial obligations that Canada had 
assumed during the war and touched 
upon the great necessity of people 
drafting a firm conviction jn their 
minds as to their own future. 

Speaking of Canada in comparison 
with India, India was clearly not in 
competition with this Dominion for 
the reasons before stated. Taking Aus- 
tral'a, what Canada lost in toe matter 
of agricultura) land ®y her northern 
latitude, Australia more than lost by 
the great ariq zone in the south of 
that country. From the standpoints 
of climate and agriculture, Canada, 
the epeaker considered, had enorm- 
ous advantages over Australia, Can- 
eda',g nearness in location to other 
eTeat countries in the world was also 
advantageous over the Oommon- 
wealta. 

In regard to South Africa, Dr. Tory 
considered this country had nothing 
to fear in the way of competition, thai 
{9 in regard to the ordinary worker, 
who, after all, becomes the real settler 
and producer of eny community, Af- 
riea certainly was not a white men's 
eountry in the same sense of the term 
as Canada, And although Ritodesia 
was double the elize of Alberta, yet 
practically the whole of the gountry’s | 
population was black; it would be! 
inany years before it could possibly 
be a country for the white man. 

Touching on the enormous poten- 
(alitios of German Wast Africa, Dr. 
Tory deolared that while rubber and 
her many other {nduetries were bound 
to bring prosperiiy, German Haet Af- 
rica would ajways be distinctly a 
coumry for tae black races, and for the 
next fifty years at least, thes \por- | 
ons of the world coud not possibly | 
bo in competition with Canada. \ 

In Mesopotamia and certain por- | 
tions of Asia Minor there wore inin- 
erals of untold wealth which may be 
developed, Hierro again, however, 
while money might flow into the Hrit-

Outside of the British empire, the 
Argent.ne offered better opportuuities 
for the white race, but even this was 
nOt@ country to which the white man 
was Mkely to go in numbers.

Newsprint paper is made from 
spruce timber, of sizes less than 
would be suitable for lumber. 
Canada has the largest area of 
availabla spruce forests of any 
country in the world. The manu- 
facture of newsprint paper from 
spruce has reached a point in 
Canada at whieh about 80 per 
cent, of the mill product is ex- 
ported, and only 20 per cent. used 
by Canadian newspapers, As in 
the case of other export articles 


of home production the export | 


price governs the home prices. 
That is: Canadian newspaper pub- 
lishers must pay what the Can- 
adian paper mills can get from 
publishers in other countries. 
The after-the-war boom in the 
United States and Britain, has 
ereated an abnormal demand by 
the newspapers of those countries 
for unusual supplies of paper to 
meet the demands of their adver 
tisers. This increased export de- 
mand has naturally been followed 
by an increased price. The Can- 
adian paper maker who ean get 
a certain extraordinarily high 
price for his product for export 
declines to sell to the home mar- 
ket at a lower rate. ; 
In 1916 the Canadian  news- 
Papers united to press for CGov- 
ernment control of the price of 
newsprint to Canadian publish- 
ers. For a time the Government 
enforced a controlled price, But 
as export prices increased, the 
objections of the paper mills be 
came more and more strenuous 
After several years of partial con 
trol, negotiations, bargaining, ete, 
all Government control has at 
last been abandoned. Following 
increased export prices, the price 
of paper to Canadian publishers 
has taken a inmn of 50 per cent.

Arid the C.M.A, presidents’ words 
epitomtsed the idea and feeling of the 
nearly two Bundred delegates to the 
Hamonton sesstuns ol tie Aiverta in- 
dustrial Congtess which opened in the 
Memegrial Halli at ten o'clock, 
Martial alrg from the Edmonton 
Newsboys Band greeted the deie- 
gates on the.r arrival at the C.P.R. 
depot as the large ©.M.A. special troin 
Montreal steamed into

shortiy before ¥ o'clock. The local re-, 


ception committee at the depot was 
4% large one and included Mayor 
Clarke and members of the city 
council; W. J. Thompson} president 
ot the Edmonton Board of ‘lrade and 
@ large assembly of Board members. 

Dolegates generully were  break- 
fasting on their arrival here but “‘Al- 
berta’ Brown, Mayor of Medicine Hat 
quickly left his seat to meet local 
delegates, He shook hands with at 
least fifty of the recept.on committee 
teliing them ali that the tour of the 
industrial congress so far had been 
6uccessiul in every degree, Visiting 
manufacturers had been royally en- 
teriained at all points visited while 
with the usual cusiom, he and they 
looked upon Edmonton to even cc- 
lipse everything. “The warmth of 
your recept.on, despite the coldness 
of the morning, looks as though you 
are going to dc it,” suid Mayor Brown

Follow ng the reception at the 
depot, the manufacturers and their 
friendg were taken to the automobiles 
awaiting them and driven to the Mac- 
donald hotel where accommodation 
had been reserved. 


Premicr Stewart Speaks 


At the Memorial Hall Premier Ste- 
Wart welcomed the congress to the 
capital city on behalf of the province 
and volced an eloquent appeal for 
more unity and a better understand- 
ing between the east and west of Can- 
ada. “It is a fact forgotten that we 
of the west are of the east. The peo- 
ple of the west are immigrants, and 
3 laying the foundations of a new 
land we have no desires to break 
loose from the tiles of the old home 
provinces. We desire most of all to 
bring here our friends from the east 
and to have tho interests of all por 
tions of the Dominion advanced and 
more closely cemented by the devel- 
opment of the west.” 

The premier touched upon the na- 
tional state of mind as an after-the- 
war condition. “Whether we want to 
recognize it or not there is a feeling 
in all classes from one end of Canada 
to the other that each one is entitled 
to all the profits that can be obtained 
at the expense of somebody else. Dur- 
ing the war the main cbject was to

lout thought ag to the cost. That state 


of mind continues today. It cannot 
continue if we are to broaden and 
develop our Dominion as we can and 
should. Th2re must be more Co-oper t- 
tion between classes, and between 
the east and west. Foundation prin- 
ciples of national life cannot be sacri- 
ficed without effecting the whole fab- 
ric of the civilized world. Undue pro- 
fits in any line of bus.ness cannot do 
otherwise than tear down instead of 
bulld up the general welfare and 
prosperity of the people.” 


Urges Sympathy 

In closing Premier Stewart again 
urged that the east give larger and 
more sympathetic attention to the 
possibilities and the aspirations of 
the west. ‘‘We want more people, 
most of all, but we want people of 
the right sort to develop our great re- 
sources as they should bo developed. 
We are a people who believe implici- 
tely in ourselves and in our country, 
and we desire above all things to see 
the closest harmony and _ under- 
standing for the advancement of com- 
mon interests and the welfore of the 
country.” 

His sentiments were applauded to 
the echo. 


Mayor Clarke Speaks 


Mayor Clarke, who welcomed dele- 
gates on behalf of the City of Edmon- 


{ton, spoke on the possibilities of this 


district and in regard to this section 
of Alberta declared it was more like 
Ontario than any other part of the 
west, 

Hig welcome was accepted by Bri- 
gadier General McDonald, manager 
of the congress, who on behalf of the 
visiting delegates, thanked the mayor 
and the board of trade for their gen- 
eral activity and interest. 


Banking and Reconstruction 
Subject of Address By Assistant 
General Mgr. Bank of Montreal 


“Ranking and Reconstruction 
the subject of the address at the 
morning session of the Industrial 
congress, by H. B. McKenzie, assist- 
ant general manager of the Bank of 
Montreal. 

After referring to the pleasure it 
was to him to be present, he said it 
was not his intention to refer to the 
foreign fleld but merely to make 4@ 
few observations on the present situ- 
wiion in Canada wita regard to these 
matters, and some comments upon 
the outlook. He then proceeded:— 

The end of the war has left a num- 
ber of Buropean countries in an im- 
poverished or bankrupt  positiong 
whlle othera, not quite so badly off, 
are still faced with very grave diffi- 
cultdes, In Canaaa we are happily 
more fortunate and the return to 
normal conditions will be accomplish- 
ed more easily, provided the problems 
taat arise in that connection are met 
by all classes of the community in the 
spirit of mutual goodwill. There is 
no reason whatever to feel 
over our national outlook at present, 
bit there is plenty of reason for being 
soberly thoughtful. 

I am not going to burden you with 
statistics, but I would like to draw 
our attention to 6o0me outstanding 
figures in the governmem statements 
of our chartered banks, Comparing 
the figures of June, 1914, wan taose

Inflation of Debt.

It is right, therefore, to keep in 
mind that, while the amount of bank 
and government notes in circulation 
has largely increased, there has been 
no inflation of our currency in any 
discreditable sense. 

Bankers Complimented 

The bankers in Canada haye been 
complimented and I think fairly, up- 
on, the way they have handled the 
successive problems which arose dur- 
ing the war, but perhaps the times 
upon which we now seem to be enter- 
ing, may prove @ nore severe test of 
their prudence and ability. When

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believed to be not only in the best 
interest of both borrower and lender, 
but also necessary from a national 
standpoint as a first step in the return 
!to more stable business conditions. 
Everyone concerned ts probably 
awars of it by now and it has been, 
in the main, accepted by borrowers 
with good grace, It may be that this 
policy of restriction is the cause of 
some recent breaks ‘n prices and 
discount sales; it may be that they 
were coming anyway; at all events 
they happened to coincide. Whether 
we have not reached the peak of high 
prices or not is uncertain, but if we 
are not at the peak, we must surely 


to face the more trying experience of 
coming down on the other side. 


Why Prices Went Up 


During the war the world was de- 
stroying and consuming an abnormal 
quantity of goods and turning out 
an abnormal quantity of promises to 
pay In settlement. Inevitably prices 
of gods went up, and promises to pay 
became cheap. Destruction has now, 
for the most part, ceased, and, In a 
large measure also, the borrowing, 
‘and with increasing production it is 
‘only natural that we should witness 
lthe reverse proced. We cannot ex- 
pect to enjoy the same measure of 
prosperity both of going,up and com- 
ing down, but with co-operation 
amongst all closses we can perhaps 
manage at least to come gently down.

It is expected in some quarters that! 


juntil production overtakes demand, 
there can be no permanent fall in 
prices, but perhaps this view does not 
sufficiently recognize the difference

,; There has not been, !n the memory 
of man, such lav‘sh waste of money 
as in the last few years, and those 
who have been making and spending 
more money than ever before, and 
who have no v'sion, would, perhaps, 
like to sae it go on, but effective de- 
mand may be sertlously curtailed 
through diminished purchasing power. 
Everyone will agree that the stimulus 
to business and the greatly augmented 
purchasing power of our people In 
recent yeers has been due to the an- 


nual expenditure here by our own and | 


the Brit’sh and foreign governments 
of hundrds of millions of dolars of 
borrowed money, for supplies re- 
aulred to carry on the war. We are 
still in the after-glow of this unsub- 
stantial prosperity, but surely the 
cessation of all that abnormal expen- 
diture will, before long, be felt tn 
| our economic I'fe, and reflected In a 


curtailment of the purchasing power | 


of our people. 


Then as to the willingness to buy— 
during the war vears people who 
walted «fx monthe to ty anvthing 
found they had to pay more for tt, 
and ever since that {dea took firm 
hold merchants and the vublic have 
cont'nued to buy freely. brt when the 
conviction becomes general that the 
tide he- turned, the tendency will be 
to buy sparinety—a perfectly natural 
reaction which will operate to de- 
press prices just as free buving oper- 
ated to raise them. Possibly this con- 
viotion will lead also to the practic?

“Never” a Long Time. 


‘We hear on all sides that we shall 
never see pre-war prices again; per- 
haps not, but “never” is a long time. 
Most of us can remember that the agi- 
tation in the United States for the 
free coinage of silver was bas7i in 
Part upon a gr'evance of the farme a, 
who complained that they had to pay 
off with wheat at 65c a bushel, mort- 
gages contracted when wieat was $1 
a bushel. It was then coifidently as- 
serted that we should never *cc tollar
